Eight Hundred Thousand the Round 
:igure Allotment For the 
Territory. 


When the House meets this morning it will be to find ready for 
action the loan bill. 
The committee having the matter in charge has 
made the practically 
final agreement 
upon the figures, though these 
will notbe known exactly until the final gathering this morning. 
It is understood that in round figures there will be $875,000 
for 
,Territorial 
use, and this will leave about $1,420,000 
for the Islands at 
large. 
This latter fund will be divided 
so as to give Oahu about 
$750,000, the remainder being placed in about this proportion : 
Hawaii, 
$300,000; Maui, $170,000; Kauai, $150,000. 
These are round figures 
and are given only as approximations of the results. 
Of the purely Territorial 
funds there will be several figures over 
which there are sure to be fights in the House and in the Senate as 
well. 
Thus, the allotment for wharves here is $400,000 and for dredg- 
ing only $50,000, while some of the most prominent local members will 
'fight for $100,000. 
For the insane asylum there will be $75,000 and 
for the penitentiary 
$10,000. 
The largest item outside of the capital 
and public institutions will be $30,000 for schools on Maui, which it is 
understood 
will take care of the buildings for Lahainaluna. 
As soon as the House considers the Territorial 
sums it is under--' 
.stood that time will be given for the island contingents to get together 
and thresh out their own appropriations.

DISPLEASES

General Davis disapproves of the acquittal 


of Lieutenant 
Lee for ordering prisoners killed. 


Lieutenant 
Joel Lee of the Tenth 
Infantry was tried 
by court 
martial at Manila on a charge of manslaughter. 
It was said that he 
had unlawfully ordered 
the execution of two prisoners in Mindanao 
in January, 
1902, and it is that for which he was tried. 
Lee claimed 
that the two piisoners were killed while they were attempting to escape. 
He was stationed at a small town and two natives were brought 
in 
as prisoners. 
He had them brought to his quarters 
and it is alleged 
that after he had questioned one of them he ordered that one turned 
over to a corporal, with instructions 
to confine 
him in the kitchen of 
the quarters, and to shoot him if he attempted to escape, 
The second 
prisoner was then brought before Lee. 
While he was questioning him 
the man who had previously been examined was shot. 
The shooting 
occurred at the rear of the quartets.'' 
jwas claimed by the corporal 
that the prisoner had attempted tosiapc. 
Later the second prisoner 
was turned 
over to' the-- same corporal, 
and similar 
instructions 
as 
had been given regarding 
the first man were given. 
A few minutes 
later this second 
'man was shot and the corporal again reported that 
there had been an attempted escape and that he had shot the man. 
The incident was reported to the government 
by the local 
con- 
stabulary officers with a 'request that an investigation 
be made. 
The 
Secretary pf War considered the matter for three months and then 
cabled 
General Davis to convene a court and order Lee before it for 
trial. 
This court martial returned a verdict of acquittal.

session, 
aside from 
the bill appropriating 
$20,000 for its own 
expenses. 
After a morning's 
debate 
which 
developed 
some 
extraordinary 
arguments, the appropriations 
for ad- 
vertising the Islands 
were 
defeated. 
As samples of banderlogglng which the 
legislature of 1901 never exceeded were 
Tail's argument that In preference to 
.advertising attractions 
the legislature 
should 
stop 
Hawaiian hulas on the 
mainland and Kanlho's contention that 
the 
States 
knew 
Hawaltans' 
racial 
standing without 
further Information 
since 
a Washington 
newspaper 
an- 
nounced 
that Delegate 
Wilcox had at- 
tended an 
ofilclal 
banquet 
and 
since 
another newspaper had made known 
to 
the world that King Edward had 
re- 
ceived a Hawaiian prince. 
Apparently 
these 
further 
of this 
objectlons 
that no one had ever stated 
what percentage of profit was to be de- 
rived 
from 
the appropriation 
for 
ad- 
vertising, defeated the proposition. 
It was the eleventh day of the consid- 
eration of the six months' 
appropria- 
tions and the 
House 
went Into 
com- 
mittee of the whole at once, to resume 
consideration of the Items for advertis- 
ing. 
moved 
to Indefinitely 
post- 
pone the report of the committee; favor- 
ing two appropriations 
of 
$10,000 
each 
for the tourist proposition, 
and Fernan- 
dez 
seconded 
the motion. 
The 
latter 
stated that he was willing to vote for 
an appropriation for n public printing 
olllce, but regarded the tourist proposi- 
tion, as favoring 
printing 
establish- 
ments and would not vote for anything 
for them. 
Aylett made a 
address 
In 
support of the appropriation. 
He said 
that he had made the trip to Chicago 
with Hawaiian singers at the time of 
the World's Fnlr, 
nnd 
had 
been 
re- 
garded as n savage. "Wo could not get 
any 
hotel 
accommodations," 
he said, 
'because we were said to be from a 
cannibal island. 
From nine o'clock 
In 
the morning until six In the evening 
ive waited in the depot and then we 
were taken to a place seven miles out- 
side the city where they gave us 
ac- 
commodations. 
The manager thought 
we were heathens nnd told us that we 
must not go out 
In the morning until 
we had put our pants and other clothes 
on. 
"I never want tp have repeated the 
experience of being 
told that I come 
from a savage country and cannot be 
.given hotel accommodations. 
It wns a 
result of the sort of advertising done In 
the past, In which the hulns have been 
the main thing." 
Vldn proposed adding a provision for 
a tourist commissioner, 
but Harris said 
that this would cut up nearly all of 
the appropriation and there was no sec- 
ond to Vlda's motion. 
' 
Chllllngworth 
supported the appro- 
priation, 
saying that 
it 
would 
be 
of 
.great benefit to the Territory to adver- 
tise the Islands' attractions 
all over the 
mainland. 
Gandall 
made 
a lengthy 
speech 
In 
which he made reference to the hula 
advertisements 
and 
other 
charges 
against the "missionaries," discussing 
the natives' loss of lands. 
"If the 
nn-tlv- 
had 
the advice of the 
missionary 
fathers," 
he 
said, 
would have had their lands today. The 
missionaries did not go about with bags 
oi money trying to buy lands from the 
natives, nor did their descendants. 
The 
natives went to the offices of the busi- 
ness men seeking loans and they bor- 
rowed money nnd did not pay It back 
and thus they lost possession 
of their 
lands. 
"The missionary fathers ndvlsed 
the 
natives 
not 
to part 
with 
their lands. 
They warned 
fhem 
that 
later 
there 
would 
be 
more 
foreigners 
coming, 
s, 
they cnlled 
them, 
and 
told 
the Hawallans 
to be caieful not 
to part with their lands, but the natives 
did not take the advice." 
Gandall said that all over the main- 
land 
In the hotels 
he visited he saw 
printed matter 
telling of other 
coun- 
tries and how to travel 
to them, 
but 
nothing about Hawaii. 
Lewis said that the proposition 
of ad- 
vertising the Islands was like that of a 
store advertising or soliciting for trade, 
nnd that the business men who did not 
advertise 
were 
not successful. 
This 
gave Speaker Ueckley a chance at Ku- 
malae, and the Speaker inquired aside 
if Kumnlao 
was 
not advertising 
his 
new grocery store. The answer, If there 
was one, was lost to hearing, but Ku- 
malae remained unconverted.

A Suggestion," the Japan Ga- 
zette says: 
"Japan 
Is evidently quite aware 
of.

Immediate 
emigration 
difficulties. 
As we have had occasion to point out. 
tho objection to Japanese 
Immigrants, 
as 
manifested 
both 
by 
British 
and 
Americans, is distinctly local and not 
federal, and therefore, Japan's obvious 
policy 
In the face of local opposition 
Is to Address 
herself diplomatically 
to 
the 
federal 
Governments 
themselves. 
Now It Is announced that that course 
was taken In the cose of Australia, and 
that already 
n. compromise has been 
' 
made In regard to Japanese Immigrants 
to Thursday 
Island. 
Here the Japan- 
ese divers are specially useful, and It 
has 
been 
arranged 
that a restricted 
number shall 
bo admitted, 
to remain 
under control of the British residents. 
These Immigrants according to Japan- 
ese papers, will como chiefly from 


At tho same time It Is well to notice 
that 
the 
agitation 
ngalnst 
Japanese 
Immigrants 
In 
the 
Hawaiian 
Islands 
Is, 
If anything, 
Increasing. 
A large 
movement was organized 
this month 
at Hllo, and at a meeting the 
follow- 
ing resolution wns passed: 
"Believing that tho Interests or Hllo 
will 
bo best 
served 
by 
encouraging 
American citizens to bo Identified 
with 
tho 
progress 
of this 
section 
of 
tho 
Territory 
of Hawaii, tho undersigned, 
chairmen 
of committees 
representing 
262 
mechanics, citizens of the United 
States, engaged In structural contract- 
ing nnd the various trades 
Identified 
with 
this 
proposed 
organization,

hereby ngreo that wo will employ only 
citizen labor; that we will work only 
by the side of citizen labor; that we will 
not finish, 
nor contract 
to finish, 
any 
work begun by aliens and that

principally Japanese. 
Hllo may be a comparatively

Is no doubt 
that Japan 
needs 
an 
outlet 
for her 
surplus 
population, 
but 
why force 
It 
where 
It 
Is not wanted? 
There are 
plenty of directions where the Japanese 
could 
colonize 
successfully. 
Korea 
presents a good 
field, Formosa 
Itselr 
affords 
excellent 
opportunities, 
there 
are 
China, 
Slam, 
the 
Dutch 
Borneo, 
nnd many other 
regions bordering 
on the 
Pacific, 
ex- 
ploited 
by the Chinese, 
but left 
prnc-tlcal- 
ly 
alone 
by

Japanese. 
The 
renson 
Is

altogether 
obscure. 
There Is a tendency In the 
Anglo-Saxo- n

ly change that sentiment.

to be expected that any Federal 
Gov 
ernment 
could 
absolutely 
run counter 
to tho unmistakable 
sentiments 
of Its 
constituents. 
Therefore, although 
It Is 
true that tho only hope of Jnnan 
In 
effecting modifications of 
sentiment 
nhroad rests upon the 
suc- 
cess of diplomatic effort, still It Is evi- 
dent 
that 
such 
modification!, 
nuiHt 
necessarily 
In tho nature 
of 
the, case 
bo only limited. 
The plain deduction 
Is thnt Japan s'lould endeavor to divert 
the stream of her Immigration. 
It may 
be well to assert her rlxhts 
on behalf

unwelcome,

pose obviously should be to discourage

VICE. 


The value 
of 
the 
police 
raid as a 
means of repressing vice 
Is not meas- 
ured by Us results in court. It Is often 
difficult 
to 
get 
evidence, 
especially 
against the keepers of disorderly houses 
nf thn new untown type, and on that 
account charges made In court are apt 
to fall. 
Nevertheless 
If the raids are 
persistent and continuous they prove a 
remedy 
of 'themselves 
In 
that 
they 
frighten 
away 
patrons. 
Tho 
latter 
know that, if they are caught 
In the 
police net, they will be summoned 
as 
witnesses and that their names will be 
likely to see print. 
The fear thus In 
spired Is enough to keep them at a dls-- 
tance. 
The mistress 
of the principal 
city 
Jolnt knew this when, 
on opening her 
place, she took pains to assure the ten- 
derloin public that there would 
be no 
braids by the police. 
She said she had 
..things "fixed;" that no annoyance need 
,bR expected from the law or Its officers. 
,That was the one point which 
dwelt upon, and she made It clear, 
without intending to do so, that If the 
rTolioe 
did their duty she would 
have 
o close her establishment. 


; ..Etcclsely 
the same 
thing is true of 
other disreputable resorts 
In Honolulu, 
rthc existence of which has been long 
,Ttnown 
to the "rounders" 
of the city. 
They profess, 
one and 
all, 
to 
enjoy 
police protection. 
Assuming that they 
do not get it, they see such business 
advantages in professing to ns to again 
make the point that 
police raids are 
what 
they 
dread 
and 
fenr 
most. 


,Doubtless many of them feel at ease 
over the possible results In court. 
Un- 
der our technical practice 
where 
the 
guilty 
are 
held 
to be Innocent even 
after the moral certainty of their guilt 
Is plain and where, 
as 
in disorderly 
house cases, a prosecuting witness must 
Incriminate himself to get a conviction, 
tho keepers of dlsreputnble places have 
little cause for anxiety 
In court. 
But 
that Is not the point 
with them. It is 
to keep their patrons free from anxiety 
when visiting their places. 
And to se- 
cure that boon the police must let them 
alone. 
"Be to my faults n little blind," 
is their plea to the guardians 
of the 
law. 
Summing up the 
whole 
thing, 
we 
have the concrete proposition that the 
police, 
If they choose, 
can 
make 
or- 
ganized vice unprofitable. 
From a con- 
versation with the High Sheriff 
we be- 
lieve that he will act along those lines. 
' He now has a 
wide-awa- 
Attorney-Gener- al 
behind 
him who will prosecute 
offenders 
with 
earnestness 
and zeal. 
That of Itself 
Is a strong encourage- 
ment. 
Public opinion 
the only kind of 
public opinion 
worth any man's while 
to cultivate 
Is 
ulso 
with 
him. 
But 
most of all 
Is the definite 
placing of 
responsibility 
for the 
contlnunnce 
of 
the organized 
trade of vice In this city 
upbn the High Sheriff's shoulders. That 
of Itself should 
be enough 
to inspire 
his best efforts. 


MALIGNING

Health 
magnified

FINANCES 
OF 
GAMBLING. 


The advocates of a wide open town who arc doing Jhcir best to 
langc public opinion against the efforts of the Attorney 
General to 
close the gambling 
houses and punish 
the 
bribe-offerin- 
g 
criminals 
who run them arc at a sad loss for arguments. 
They hesitate to come 
out squarely for vice, much as they want it to succeed. 
Nor can they 
quite bring themselves to the point of declaring, what they believe, 
that the wider open the town becomes the more prosperity 
will enter 
it. 
So they do the best they can with weak satire and weaker logic; 
with borrowed pleasantries about "pipe dreams" and with pleas which, 
by their hopeless insincerity, 
only serve to show in what unstable 
footing the Success to Crime faction has come to stand. 
Of these makeshift 
pleas, the latest one takes the form of the 
proposition that the Chinese gamblers 
could not raise, out ;of the 
million 
dollars in circulation 
here, enough money to pay $1,500 per 
week for protection. 
A moment's figuring will serve to show that the 
sum is small beside the amount which Chinese gambling huis could 
collect in a wide open town. 
The income of the male Chinese popu- 
lation of the Honolulu district at five dollars per capita is about $200,000 
per month. 
Over 90 per cent of the Chinese arc known to be in 
veterate gamblers. 
At a low estimate, it the 
that tried to bribe 
Attorney 
General Andrews were allowed to do business they would 
take in $30,000 
a week from Chinese alone, to say nothing of the 
contributions 
from white people. 
From such a large sum $1,500 a 
week would be a mere bagatelle. 
The Chinese would not miss it. 
So it is useless as well as mischievous to say that $1,500 
per 
week could not be easily raised for the purpose of doing business with 
upwards 
of 
10,000 
Chinese gamblers 
and an indefinite number 
of 
white people. 
It is safe to say that an extensive pako'pio bank opening 
on a Saturday night would make $1,500 in an hour.

THE TOURIST PROPOSITION. 
There Is no need for the creation of 
a new 
body 
for the handling 
of any 
money that may be appropriated by the 
Legislature, for the purpose of adver- 
tising the Territory. 
The Chamber of 
Commerce nnd the Merchants' Associa- 
tion has had for nearly a half year a 
Joint 
committee 
which 
has 
outlined 
ways nnd means nnd' is now well ready 
to prqecute the work of ranking known 
the advantages 
of the 
Territory 
the 
world around. 
Taking the Go'vernor's message to the 
Legislature, It would seem that he has 
committed himself to the plan of the 
business bodies, for he suggests aid 
or 
their 
undertakings. 
There could 
be 
then 
no official 
who would try to 
ad- 
vertise 
himself or seek 
aggrandize- 
ment by the preparation 
of lltprntiire 
so aimed, 
as 
Is 
hinted. 
The 
money 
would go for the writing, printing nnd 
distributing 
of literature 
to draw 
to 
Hawaii, visitors, settlers nnd investors. 
There would 
be perhaps 
no fat and 
Jaundiced 
volumes, 
but there would be 
crisp, snappy pamphlets, costing from 
two to five cents 
each, 
which thus 
could be spread broadcast. 
It has got to come some way. 
The 
business people were honest In suggest- 
ing that the Legislature help. 
It Is a 
small amount asked when the gnlns nre 
so thoroughly out of proportion. 
Not 
a single line of business but would feel 
the Impulse of visitors. They are bound 
to come. 
The question Is, shall we wait 
or follow traditional

JAPAN 
AND 
RUSSIA. 


The Jnpanese, since they tried their 
strength 
in 
1894, have always believed 
that they were strong enough to whip 
the Russians. Comparison 
with the sol- 
diers of the white powers 
on the allied 
march last year for the relief of the 
legations at Peking, added to their con- 
fidence. 
In discipline, 
Binartness, dnsh 
and endurance, the Japanese troops not 
only 
matched 
the best of the 
Euro- 
peans, 
but they were indubitably 
su- 
perior to the Russians. 
The latter gave 
a sorry exhibition of the soldierly vir- 
tues befoi'e Peking nnd their conduct 
mnde every Jnpanese observer feel that 
the task of humbling the Czar's power 
on the Asintlc coast would be simplified 
by the personnel 
of his infnntry. 
The Russian infantry soldier Is logy, 
Ignorant 
nnd stupid; 
not apt In the 
Initiative nnd hampered on the march 
by a 
great 
commissariat. 
On 
the 
other 
hand 
the 
Japanese 
soldier 
of 
any branch 
of 
the 
service 
Is alprt, 
quick 
to 
learn, 
enger 
to 
bring 
on 
n fight 
nnd 
exceedingly 
mobile. 
Tho 
other qualities which 
make him grent 
nre courage, 
unconsciousness of fenr. 
indifference 
to life, fnnatlcal patriotism, 
oueuience 
to ofllcers 
such as he gave 
for centuries 
to his 
feudnl 
lords, a 
marching 
capacity 
which 
ages 
of 
pedestrinnlsm 'hns 
peifected 
nnd the 
nblllty to get along with a ration 
of 
compressed 
rice, which enables him to 
mnke 
long marches from 
his base 
of 
supply without wagon trains. 
So high 
are his qualities as n soldier that In the 
war of 
1S9I-9- 3 
not a single man 
de- 
serted, nut one straggled from tho fir- 
ing line, 
not 
one 
was 
cashiered 
for 
cowardice 
or punished for disobedience. 
Moreover it is no slight thing, thnt 
be- 
hind tho peisonnl qualities of the 
lit- 
tle 
brown 
warrior 
stands 
a notion 
which Is sensitive 
In a high degree to 
the honor of Us soldiery. 
A man would 
fare 
badly 
Indeed, 
even 
In his own 
home, 
who came 
back from war 
dis- 
honored. 
It were better 
for him 
to 
come back in his funeral urn. 
The chances of war so far as the 
personnel of the fighting 
men 
Is con- 
cerned favor the Japanese rather thnn 
tho itusslnns. 
Other considerations nre 
that Japan Is close to the Held of opera- 
tions and Russia 
or that part of Rus- 
sia which 
is effective 
for recruits 
nnd 
supplies of food 
Is thousands of miles 
nwuy fiom It, nnd connected 
with It by 
a single and not 
line of 
railway. 
Japan has ns large a 
fight- 
ing population ns had the North nnd 
Soutli 
combined 
In the American Civil 
war and can place as many soldiers In 
tho Held. 
By keeping command of the 
sen, Japan could. 
In one month's time, 
land 
flvo hundred 
thousand 
men 
In 
China 
and 
Korea: 
nnd 
her 
navnl 
strength, 
In Asiatic waters, 
Is so far 
superior to that of her possible enemy 
as to enable her to count on clear seas 
for her transports.

Russia, with the aid of Germany and 
France, gathered the fruits of the Jap-

The visit of the Commissioner of Im- 
migration 
to Honolulu 
is timely and 
.valuable. 
It enables him to see for himself the 
labor coiiuiiionH 
nnd necessities from 
his own standpoint, nnd to hear at first 
hand the opinions of all classes here 
concerning 
the subject. 
He has met 
the planters, 
the merchants 
the 
me- - 
"chnnlcs 
nnd 
the laborers, 
has heard 
what 
they have to'say, 
and had an 
opportunity 
to check their statements 
by his own observations. 
Mr Sargent 
talks freely and 
frank- 
ly. 
He has clear cut 
views, 
and 
ex- 
presses them without hesitation. 
One of the things that has Impressed 
him 
is that while the eastern 
portion 
of the United States Is being swamped 
with immigrants 
nearly 100,000 arrived 
In March last 
the west coast Is receiv- 
ing but few, while Hawaii is receiving 
practically 
none. 
The arrivals are but 
few 
and 
the 
departures 
about 
offset 
them. 
As many Japanese 
depart 
as 
nrrlve. 
No Chinese are coming, 
while 
many are going, nnd their diminishing 
numbers are not offset by the sprink- 
ling of Koreans who are coming. 
Prac- 
tically no other nationalities 
are avail- 
able as Immigrants to Hawaii, the ex- 
pense of passage from Europe being 
practically 
prohibitory. 
An illustration of Mr. Sargent's 
prac- 
tical nature 
is the 
fact that he took 
off his coat, donned overalls, went into 
a cane field and stripped cane, so thnt 
he might 
know 
for himself what the 
work was like. 
He is probably the first 
federnl ofllclal who ever turned planta- 
tion Inboier. It Is understood that when 
Mr. Sargent 
caught 
his 
second 
wind 
nnd 
got the perspiration 
,CUt 
of 
his 
eyes enough to see his way' out of the 
cane field, he remarked that stripping 
enne was no job for a white man. 
In 
fact 
It Is understood that Mr. Sargent 
Is convinced that the labor necessities 
of the Territory icqulre the admission 
of 
Chinese 
laborers, 
under 
such 
ar- 
rangements 
as will 
confine 
them to 
agricultural 
labor and secure their 
de- 
portation when they no longer engage 
therein, care being taken that admis- 
sion to Hawaii does not confer the right 
to proceed 
to the mainland.

The Code Commission 
which has al- 
ready got down to work has before It 
a long task, and one which it is likely 
will occupy the time for the next year. 
The commission lias organized 
by the 
selection 
of the Chief Justice as chair- 
man, and the first thing 
done 
there- 
after was the outlining of the branches 
of work for which each member 
Is to 
be held responsible. 
It was decided 
by the members of 
the commission 
that 
In each case the 
law should be traced 
to the original, 
the code of 
1859 of course being taken 
as the first source for all enactments 
prior to that, but for everything 
since 
there will be a tracing 
to the session 
laws. 
This will

done by the members of the commis-

and the three men are already 
hard at It..

that there will be a lot of work which 
will fall upon the members before they 
can use economically any clerks.

Twelve to Be Sent 
Away at 
Once. 


Useless Kokuas must leave the Leper 
Settlement. 
Supt. McVeigh 
sent down 
a list of twelve yesterday whom he was 
ordered by the Boara to deport imme- 
diately and another list of fifty whose 
services 
can 
be 
dispensed 
with 
was 
also submitted 
but 
will 
not be acted 
upon 
until the return of McVeigh 
to 
Honolulu. 
The list of 
a- - dozen 
whom 
McVeigh 
wanted 
removed immediately 
were in 
hla opinion "neither 
useful nor orna- 
mental" and did nothing but draw ra- 
tions and add a large expense to the 
workings 
of 
the 
settlement. 
The 
Superintendent 
submitted 
strong; 
reas- 
ons why there was no further use for 
these particular kokuas at Kaulapapa. 
Most 
of them were sent 
In the first 
place 
as helpers 
to 
wives and 
hus- 
bands 'who had since died. 
Some 
of 
these 
had 
married 
again. 
One 
had 
married a kokua and had a child 
who 
was also clean. 
McVeigh 
wanted the 
whole family removed. 
One woman had been sent up to as- 
sist 
her 
husband, 
a 
leper. 
He died 
and 
she 
married 
another 
leper, 
a 
Chinese. 
Her second husband died and 
she was again married. 
Another 
Is now a police 
ofllcer and 
he has married a kokua. 
Besides he 
had become quarrelsome and had been 
arrested 
for 
drinking 
and 
fight- 
ing. 
Another 
man 
who 
had 
been 
sent up as kokua to his wife, had since 
deserted her and was living with 
an- 
other 
woman. 
Still another 
was 
an 
inveterate swipes drinker who was not 
needed by his wife whom he had been 
sent to assist. 
The last man McVeigh 
referred to as "a lazy cuss' who would- 
n't work and had petitioned the legis- 
lature to pass a law so that no kokua 
need work. 
Supt McVeigh 
reported also that of 
five lepers who had been declared so, 
since coming to the settlement 
as 
ko- 
kuas, three were found to be clean by 
Dr. Goodhue. 
None of them had ever 
been examined by the Board of Health 
and he recommended an Investigation. 
Supt. McVeigh 
also submitted a list 
of fifty more persons 
In the settlement 
whom 
he said were not needed 
there. 
Upon 
motion of E. 
C. Winston 
the 
superintendent 
was authorized 
to get 
rid of the twelve persons he wished to 
deport immediately, and the other fifty 
names will 
be considered at a future 
meeting. 
MORALS 
OF LEPERS. 
Supt. McVeigh 
also submitted a 
re- 
port upon the question of unlawful-c- o 
habitation among the lepers, something 
which was strongly denounced by the 
Mitchell Commission. 
He said that In accordance with the 
resolution 
of the Board he had made 
a careful 
study 
of the 
subject 
and 
found that It was about 
the hardest 
problem jet tackled by the Board of 
Health. 
He said he had Interviewed 
the guilty parties and found a willing- 
ness among most of them to give up 
the unlawful practice and marry If they 
could 
legally 
do 
so. 
The 
difficulty, 
however, was that most of them had 
either 
husbands 
or wives living 
out- 
side, 
and therefore 
could 
not legally 
marry. 
Unfortunately, 
also, they 
did 
not have the funds to employ counsel 
or to pay court cases. 
Supt. McVeigh 
recommended that the secretary 
fur- 
nish to the Attorney General a certif- 
icate 
that 
the 
people 
had 
leprosy, 
which was a ground for divorce, 
and 
that the Attorney General then bring 
action for divorce without costs. 
Mc- 
Veigh said that If the lepers then per 
sisted 
In 
unlawful 
cohabitation 
he 
would 
take means to prosecute 
them 
under the law, and added that he would 
do everything 
In his power to elevate 
and improve the morals of the lepers. 
The letter 
was referred 
to the 
At- 
torney 
General 
and 
S. 
K. 
Ka-n- e 
to 
ascertain 
what could 
be done by way 
of 
carrying 
out 
McVeigh's 
recom- 
mendations.

Health Matters 
in 
the Charge of 
Cooper. 


The new Board of Health 
fornmlly 
assumed its duties yesterday 
nnd 
or- 
ganized for work by the selection of 
committees who will In the future hnvc 
charge of tho Territory's 
health. 
President Cooper 
In assuming charge 
made a brief address to the other mem- 
bers of the Board which 
was as 
fol- 
lows: 
"Wo meet under now conditions, for 
tho Bonrd today Is differently consti- 
tuted from that which adjourned three 
weeks ago. 
Led by what would appear 
to bo more of unrensonlng 
prejudice 
than deliberate, thoughtful 
considera 
tion, 
the Legislature 
has 
seen 
fit to 
eliminate one of the medical members 
of the Bonrd and' we meet today with 
Dr. Maye and myself the sole medical 
representatives 
of a Board of Health 
composed 
of seven members. 
During 
my membership and 
Incumbency 
ns 
president I have been 
closely 
drawn 
Into contact 
with the 
lay 
members 
and I take pleasure 
In now testifying 
to the earnest, 
capable service which 
has rendered the work of the board so 
efficient 
In the past period. The loss of 
the medical man to tho Board as an 
advisory member, a trained snnltarian 
by education, cannot help but be felt 
In this department. 
Heavy 
responsi- 
bility rests upon the ehoulders of the 
two remaining medical membcis in ad- 
vising upon 
the most effective scien- 
tific situation. 
I ask for the name loyal 
support that has been accorded In the 
past when so many trying emergencies 
were and aie constantly 
arising 
and 
successfully met, and feel sure that nil 
will cheerfully 
In conscien- 
tious wdrk that cannot help but prove 
to the genernl public, cosmopolitan as 
it is, each nationality with Its diverse 
superstition 
and Ignorances, 
thnt we 
are a factor 
for the preservation 
of 
public health. 
"The position of President 
of 
tho 
Board of Health 
Is now appointive by 
the Governor, to be confirmed 
by 
tho 
Sennte. 
The honor has been conferred 
upon 
myself, with I understand 
your 
own approval. 
The duties 
In the act 
creating the office are not clearly 
de- 
fined by law, but 
I believe 
the Intent 
to be, to have a responsible 
salaried 
hend of the Board with executive pow- 
ers, ho to have the heads of the dif- 
ferent departments 
of this bureau 
to 
report to him dally and always 
be Jn 
close touch, they being directly respon- 
sible for the conduct of their depart- 
ments to the President who Ih tho chief 
executive officer 
of the board, und Jn 
return 
tho President 
is responsible to 
this board for the work thus perform- 
ed and presided over by himself and 
the Chief Health 
officer who Is his re- 
sponsible agent In carrying out instruc 
tions. 
All nets of the President being 
subject to tho approval of this body. 
"There are at least two departments 
In the Government that should bo clear 
of politics and these are tho Bureaus of 
Health and Education. 
It has been the 
policy of the board In the past to keep 
out of politics and I feel 
that

vacancy may exist the position 'should 
be filled by merit of ability and

SARGENT TAKES OVER PART 
OF THE CHANNEL 
WHARF 


Building 
Will Be Altered Today to Meet Imm- 
igration 
Bureau 
Needs 
Did 
Congress 
Make Mistake 
in Wharf Names? 


(From Thursday's dally.) 
When Commissioner of Immigration 
Sargent concluded a confer- 
ence yesterday morning with the representatives of the various steamship 
companies relative to his taking over a portion of the Channel wharf 
for Immigration 
Station purposes as a temporary arrangement, 
fears 
were entertained by the business community that the Immigration 
De- 
partment 
intended 
to take over the Channel wharf 
altogether, 
tints 
depriving the Territory of the revenue accruing from it. 
Commissioner Sargent 
was interviewed on the matter at the Ha- 
waiian Hotel last evening, and he denied that the wharf was to be taken 
from the Territory and brought under the direction of the Immigration 
Bureau, stating that it was a temporary arrangement 
until the new 
Immigration Station could be built. 
"What, if anything, have you done regarding the establishment of 
the station?" was asked. 
"To make everything 
plain," said the Commissioner, "I will sav 
that the purpose of my visit here was to personally note the conditions 
under which Immigration 
work is being carried on. 
Since I have had 
charge of the department it has been my purpose to see all those who are 
conducting this line of work. 
Congress, as you know, appropriated 
$30,000 
for the construction of an Immigration 
Station at Honolulu, 
on land adjacent to the Channel wharf. 
Half an hour after my arrival 
here I was on that Channel wharf, and found that it was on property 
belonging to the United States government and under the charge of the 
Navy Department. 
I have since gone over that land, and after doing 
so have made pencil sketches of the proposed buildings which, befote 
I leave, will be transferred properly to a blue print, and this will be taktn 
to Washington and submitted to the Secretary of the Treasury. 
The 
Secretary of the Treasury and the Secrtary of the Navy will confer on 
the matter and I believe that satisfactory arrangements 
will be made 
whereby the station will be erected 
on this land within a few months. 
"Now, until then, some arrangement has to be made for the handling 
of the immigrants arriving here. 
The United States Quarantine service 
has had the use of the upper end of the Channel wharf. 
I had a con- 
ference with the steamship representatives 
this morning, 
and it was 
arranged that I should be permitted to take over a large portion of the 
building on the Channel wharf, and tomorrow carpenters 
will go there 
and make the necessary arrangements, 
so that everything 
will be in 
readiness to handle the immigrants arriving on the steamship from the 
Orient on Sunday. 
"Immigrants 
will 
not again be permitted 
to go on Quarantine 
Island, as in the past. 
On Saturday the immigrants 
will be detained 
only on the Channel wharf and when they have satisfied the requirements 
of law they will be permitted 
to leave the place. 
But this thing of 
herding the Asiatics like sheep and taking them over that way to the 
Island will be a thing of the past. 
They arc human beings and I believe 
in treating a Chinaman or Japanese just the same as I would a white 
immigrant." 
"It has been said that the taking over a part of the Channel wharf 
means that the Immigration 
Department 
intends shortly to take over 
the entire wharf,, thereby depriving the Territory of the revenues it has 
been deriving from it. 
Is that true?" was asked. 
"It is not," 
replied the Commissioner. 
"As I said before, this is 
merely a temporary arrangement. 
It will not interfere with the Terri- 
torial government collecting its wharf revenues there." 
"Is your station here to have a tug?" 
' 
J' 
"I hope so. 
When I get back to Washington I intend to ask for 
an appropriation- 
- for a tug to be used in placing our men aboard incom- 
ing vessels. 
As it is now we" have to depend on the courtesy' of Dr. 
Cofer of the United States 'Alarine Hospital Service. 
We need a tug, 
and I am going to make the effort to get one." 
The Channel wharf 
was constructed during the plague" epidemic 
by the merchants of Honolulu, who depended on the Legislature 
for 
reimbursement. 
The wharf cost and general expenses connected with 
its establishment and maintenance have amounted to about $100,000 and 
the structure 
is now the property of the Territory of Hawaii. 
The 
wharf was built on property owned by the United States and controlled 
by the Navy Department, and the Territory is therefore only a
